1 . Press first digit of number you want to call. 
Hold an instant- until you hear steady 
tone, and see amber button lit Then press 
second (and remaining) digit buttons. If 
the amber lamp stays lit after releasing 
the last button, you are connected with 
the called station. 

2. When the called party replies, just 
announce yourself and talk — hands-free*. 


3. When the conversation is concluded, press 
the red off-button to disconnect. 


4, If, when making a call, you receive an 
intermittent tone, you have reached a 
“busy” station, and if the amber lamp 
stays lit, simply press the red off-button to 
disconnect. 


5. If, however, you receive a steady tone, you 
have reached a station on “privacy.” If 
you don’t want to disturb the called party, 
disconnect by pressing the red off-button. 
If you want the call to go through, wait 
until the called party accepts, when the 
tone will stop, or proceed according to the 
routine of your company. 

6. If the lamp of the red off-button is lit, do 
not place a call. The entire system is 
“busy.” As soon as a channel is free, the 
red light will go out, and the system is 
ready for your call. 

^Occasionally, the ambient noise ievels between 
your room and that of the called party will be very 
out-of-balance, as when one party is an office and 
the other a noisy industrial area. 'In such a case, 
use the amber push-button to control the conversa- 
tion on a press-to-talk and release-to-listen basis.

1. When somebody calls your station, the 
amber button will light up, and a half- 
second tone signal will alert you. Reply. 
You are now on a hands-free basis*. 


2. If you have pushed the “privacy” switch to 
up position, you will receive the tone call- 
ing signal and see the amber light when 
called, but your station will not be con- 
nected with the caller until you move the 
switch to the normal, lowered position. 

During a conversation you can at any time 
move the “privacy” switch to up position 
to obtain complete privacy. If you are in 
“privacy” position and you want to let the 
calling party know that you do not intend 
to accept the call, you may push the red 
off-button. 



3. If the caller should forget to cancel, you 
can do so by pressing the red off-button. 

*When the conversation is on a press-to-talk basis 
(see previous footnote), only the caller can operate 
the amber button. If the caller does not use this 
button, and has trouble talking with you, move 
closer to the set.
